LIQUIDS IN THE MAILS. 


A Matter of Frequent Annoyance to the 
Post-Oifice Deprriment. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The question of 
admission of liquids into the mails has 
proved a source of considerable annoyance 
to the Post-office Department. Frequent 
violations of the section of the postal regu- 
lations governing the matter have been re- 
ported and the general superintendent of the 
railway mail service has issued the following 
notice to all postmasters: 


The postal laws and the regulations] pre- 
cribe the conditions under which liquid¢ may 
be admitted to the mails. The provisions 
should be carefully enforced by all post- 
masters who should gee that the cases in 
which such matter 16 inclosed are water 
tight, and not lessthan three-sixteenths of 
an inch thick. An ordinary wooden box with 


@ screw cover does not comply with the pro- 


visions of the regulation, and this office has 
reason to believe thas a number of manufac- 
turing companies in different parts of the 
country advertise to sell mailing Doxes that 
do not comply with the provision and thata 
large number of such boxes are used. 
2 ——. all ot the larger firms manufactur- 
malling cases have submitted samples to 
th s office for inspection and approval, and 
their cases beara certificate from this office 


that they conform 2 regulations of the, 


Post-office Departme 

Postmasters should carefully scrutinize all 
mailing cases that do not bear such a certif- 
cate to see that they comply fully with the 
regulations. 


THE INCOME Tad. 


Resumption of the Debate on the Frovis- 
ion in the Tariff Fill. 


Wasnhixeron, D. O., June 27.—Only eleven 
Senators were in the chamber when Vice- 
President Stevenson rapped to order to-day. 
Twenty minutes were spent awaiting the ap- 
pearance of a quorum. 

A billto amend the act providing for the 
time and place for holding terms of United 
States Court in the State of Washington was 
passed. Then the debate on the income tax 


provisions of the tariff was ro- 
sumed. The pending amendment was 
that of Mr. Allison to exempt 
corporations ,com panies or associations hav- 
ing a capital ‘stock of less than $100,000. Mr. 
Hill immediately took the floor. The theory 
of this income tax, he sald, was that the in- 
come from individual assessments unless 
they exceeded $4,000 should not be subject to 
the tax. But no such limitstions existed as 
to co rations. He could see no digtinction. 
He thought some amendments had n 
adopted that would give a small corporation 
the same exemption granted to individuals. 
Mr. Vest, in reply to Mr. Hill, said that un- 
der the present system ef taxation, the tariff 
system, the citizens paid upon consumption.

Mayor Walbridge to-day issued a peremp- 
tory erder for the removal of the dam across 
the River Des Peres just below the Post- Dis- 
raren Lake in Forest Park. This dam had 
been dullt by order of Park Commissioner 
Fechter in that official’s remarkable eager- 


ness to fll the lake so that his protege 
Buecbner could reap an early harvest from 
the boating privileges, even if such result 
had to de attained at the risk of the public 
health. Mayor 9 prompt action, 
however, removes this danger and insures 
that the lake will not become a cess- pool by 
being filled with the sewage-tainted water 
from the River Des Peres. The city water 
supply will alone be drawn on, and this will 
give to park visitors a lake of pure and fresh 
water free from sewage contamination. 
Park Commissioner Fechter’s reported ex- 
planation of his course in attempting to. use 
the Des Peres water is remarkable, to say the 
least. He is alleged to have said that while 
there was some sewage in the River Des 
Peres, he expected that filling the lake with 
that water would be safe because whatever 
sewage there was would be wasned away by 
the first rain that caused an overflow.

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THE ZIEGENHEIN CASE. 


The impropriety of Mr. Ziegenhein’s 
remaining in control of the office of Ool- 
lector while under indictment for embes- 
zlementis not debatable.

His suspension 
is clearly demanded by law and propriety 
and his retention would be a scandalous 
disregard of both. 

The only question to be determined is 
that of authority. The weight of opinion 
leans to the conclusion that the Mayor has 
the pawer of removal because the Collector 
isacity officer. But having to deal with 
State funds it is possible that if the Mayor 
declined or neglected to act in case of an 
official indictment for felony the Governor 
may have the power to intervene for 
the protection of State fundsand the vindi- 
cation of law. 

But there is no reason as yet to fear a 
failure of proper action in this matter. 
The Mayor has plainly intimated that he 
will do his duty when he has determined 
the question of power. In view of his 
reoord and profession the people have a 
right to expecta prompt performance of 
duty within the ascertained scope of his 
power, 

But whether the suspension of Mr. 
Ziegenhein rests with the Mayor or the 
Council or the Governor, there can be no 
ss pe in honor from this consequence of 
the Grand-jury’s action. The responsi- 
bility for the spectacle of an indicted OCol- 
lector retaining his office and the control 
of his books would be more than any of- 
ficial or set of officials could carry. All 
the pulls and influences in the city could 
not compensate for that offense.

—— 
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AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

The chief merit which commended the 
scheme and charter and the constitution 
of 1875 to our people, was the provisions 
protecting this city from special legisla - 
tion sneaked through the State Legislature 
by lobbies of jobbers without consulting 
the interests or wishes of our citizens. 

But the trick of enacting ‘‘general 
laws’’ applicable to all cities of 300,000 in- 
habitants, was resorted to asa means of 
nullifying both charter and constitution 
and making St. Louis again the victim of 
unlimited special legislation. Thus the 
Stone law was foisted upon us to enable 
rings of contractors and speculators to 
assess lot owners to the full value of their 
property. 

The Post-DiIsPATOH exposed the outra- 
geous injustice of this measure to poor lot 
owners, and the pernicious effect of thus 
destroying all the safeguards of local 
self-government. The success of the job- 
bers in inducing the Legislature and the 
Governor to approve this measure was 
only another strong proof of the unfitness 
of such authorities to regulate purely 
municipal concerns. 

Now, however, the Supreme Oourt has 
not only knocked out the Stone law, 
but the theory that the Legislature can 
impose any sort of special legislation upon 
St. Louis by the simple device of putting 
St. Louis in a municipal class by itself

& REVIVAL OF M’KINLEYISN. 

A canvass made among the Republican 
League clubs now assembled in Denver 
shows an overwhelming preponderance of 
sentiment in favor of Willfam McKinley. 
The majority isso large that it must be 
accepted, for the present at least, as indi- 
cating the feeling of the Republican voters. 

This is an unexpected result. After the 
election of 1892 there seemed to be a dis- 
posigion among Republicans to kick the 
Ohio man and hold him responsible for the 
disastrous defeat of that year. He was 
thought to represent indiscriminate pro- 
tection and to stand for all other fallacies 
that the people condemned. And within 
the past few weeks sentiments have been 
expressed by politicians, which tended to 
show that the anti-McKinley current was 
strengthened rather than weakéned by 
lapse of time. This, however, is not sus- 
tained by the more popular voice of the 
League Clubs and the politicians seem to 
have been mistaken. 

From an anti-Republican point of view 
this is a desirable condition. If anything 
in politics is certain it is that a majority 
ofthe American peopie are resolutely set 
against high taxation and consequent 
monopoly. Thereis great dissatisfaction 
‘among Democrats with the progress made 
by their party towards a reform of Re- 
publican abuses, but it is a mistake 
to suppose that this argues a willingness 
to permit a return tothe old policy. As 
McKinley means McKinleyism and nothing 
else his nomination is likely to do more 
than anything else to reunite the Demo- 
cratic factions in a war against the com- 
mon enemy; and these would have the 
passive assistance of the more moderate 
Republicans who object to the prostitution 
of their party in the interest of profligacy 
and monopoly.
